The oldest car on the field is a1903 Packard Model F Rear Entrance 
Tonneau, powered by a single-cylinder, four-cycle engine that could 
oropel the car to 25 mph. 
The Model F is significant 
because one of these set 
a New York-to-San Fran- 
cisco endurance record 
in 1903, completing the 
journey in 61 days. Notice 
the rear door which 
provides access to the 
back seat and the wicker 
baskets on each side of 
the body. 


The French DeDion-Bouton is a marque not well known to Americans 
but the company was one of the largest engine manufacturers in the 
world, producing auto- 
mobiles using internal 
combustion, steam and 
electric power. It is esti- 
mated that more than 
140 companies used 
DeDion engines under 
license agreements. The 
1909 DeDion-Bouton 
BV Type de Course is 
believed to be the only 
SUrVvIVINg example in 

existence.

From the American Classics classes, there are fine examples of Errett Lobban Cord’s 
three-tiered automotive empire composed of Auburn, Cord and Duesenberg. The 1934 
Auburn 1250 Salon Phaeton was the top-of-the-line model and held the distinction of 
being the lowest-priced 12-cylinder automobile of its day. 


The 1929 Cord L-29 Cabriolet represents the debut of front wheel drive on an 
American production car. Notice how low this car is compared to those from the 
Same era and how the hood stretches almost half the length of the car. Cord’s next 
offering, the 810/812 model featured all manner of innovations but most obvious is its 
aerodynamic appearance. Take a peek inside the 1937 Cord 812 Beverly and notice the 
rare “Armchair” seating arrangement with four bucket seats. Duesenberg represented 
the top rung of E.L. Cord’s automotive venture, as well as the top rung of American 
automobiles. The Model J was the most powerful automobile of its time, with an engine \ 
that produced 265 horsepower (320 HP if supercharged) and the bodies of all Model Js 
were custom built. The 1933 Duesenberg J Sport Sedan has an aluminum body built by 
Weymann, which is most unusual from a company that specialized in fabric bodies.

The Essex 
nameplate was part of the Hudson Motor Car Company and the 1931 
Essex Sport Roadster displayed here features a distinctive boattail 
body. The tapered rear of the body still provides enough room for a 
rumble seat. 


Chrysler Corporation was an early adopter of streamlining 
s and its Airflow design debuted in 1934, exemplified by the 
1934 De Soto Airflow here today. 


While the vast majority of Rolls-Royce 
motorcars were built in England, between 
1921 and 1931, 2,944 chassis were produced mS asin ness Be om Meee 
by Rolls-Royce of America in Springfield, massachusetts. Two nee dose are here oes, a 1925 Rolls- 
Royce Silver Ghost Tourer and a 1926 Rolls-Royce Silver Ghost Town Car. Both have left-hand-drive 
along with other refinements making them better suited for the American market. 


Representing European Classics are two fine French automobiles that were recently donated by the 
late Peter Mullin to the Petersen Automotive Museum, a 1937 Talbot-Lago T150-C-S Teardrop Coupe 
and a 1939 Delahaye 165 Cabriolet. These represent the height of French Art Deco design by master 
coachbuilder Figoni & Falaschi. The curves on both are nothing short of exquisite and provide a glimpse 
into this designer’s interpretation of open and closed bodies.

Dennis Brown 


Dennis Brown paints automobiles. Not just any automobiles thought, but those that interest 
him most: antiques, classics, and racing cars. Dennis works in a variety of mediums, but the 
majority if his work starts out as an outline in pen and ink, followed by filling in with the trans- 
parent watercolor or acrylic. He likes layering deep, vivid colors with bright, hot highlights - 
the colors glistening so much the car looks freshly painted and still wet from the spray gun. 


His Approach to his subjects is as fresh as the look he gives them, displaying intense color 
and vitality. Dennis is a master at diminishing color values: the front of the car in perspective 
brighter and more defined than the part that’s in the background. 


Sometimes his cars are portrayed as a free-standing object of art but more often Dennis 
creates scenes in which he places the cars to give them additional life. Possibly because of 

his background and experience In magazine illustrations, the people in his paintings look as 
though they belong there. He does not paint people just to have more elements in this picture, 
they are there to add to the immediacy and presence of the picture. 


Dennis Brown’s award-winning work has been commissioned by major automotive companies 
worldwide and is represented in private and public collections in the United States, Europe, 
and Japan. 


Dennis is a member of the Automotive Fine Arts Society and won the AFAS award of excellence 
‘12004. He is also a member of the Los Angles Society of Illustrators and a contributing artist 
for Road and Track and other acclaimed publications. Dennis says, “I love the automobile. | can 
think of no other form of transportation that has as much history or art associated with it. The 
automobile is always changing and always innovating. Enjoy.” 


John Frye 


John A. Frye has spent nearly his entire life obsessively drawing vehicles of any kind, honing 
his creative and artistic skills first at Central Oregon Community College and the Art 
Center College of design, and working for a variety of clients including Boeing, Hasbro, 
Activision, and Teague and is currently Principal Designer, Team Lead for Digital Modeling 
and Visualization at American Honda. He resides in South Pasadena with his wife Su Yan. 


Tom Garner 
Tom Garners’ focus is on car paintings. 


These paintings are “drive-by”, “drive-thru”, “drive-in” snapshot collages of LA. They are 
expressive of movement, time and recurrent memory; diaphanous and ephemeral space 
compressed into shiny reflective surfaces. Thomas Garner was raised in SoCal and has had 
a love affair with our sun-drenched Car Culture since he was a kid. 


Thomas Garner studied fine arts at UCSD where Conceptual Art reigned supreme. Then he 
went to study at the Academy of Fine Arts in Venice where he learned Classical Venetian 
oil painting directly from the great Masters: Titian, Tintoretto, and Tiepolo. He ended up 
spending 24 years In Italy and worked in fashion as Graphic Designer and Creative Director 
for some of the biggest brands. He has applied his Venetian training to both his Classical 
and Urban paintings. He has exhibited his work widely from Milan to LA. He teaches Classical oil 
painting at UCLA Extension and the Kline Academy. In his work, Photoshop is the cultural 
filter, a digital palimpsest that can leave residual traces of what came before, the layering 
of one image over another. Classical oil painting is all about glazing, scumbling and 


varnishing transparent layers so that what is underneath is never completely lost. The 
surface thus becomes rich, dense, and glassy with a great sense of depth. This Urban work 
tries to bridge these old and new technologies. 


These paintings are on denim as opposed to linen canvas because it is more appropriate to 
the urban subject matter. They are masked off at the edges and sometimes silhouetted to 
give the sense of something cutout or expropriated from reality. They are layered, glazed 
and varnished in the manner of classical painting for Classic Cars! 


Richard Lewis 
Richard has been doing automotive watercolor paintings for over 30 years. Richard was 
trained as an architect at the Southern California Institute of Architecture. He got his 
Bachelors of Architecture in 1989. When he got his degree, he had the opportunity to work 
for a structural engineer. Thinking it would be a good thing for an architect to know how 
and what it takes to make a building stand up he had the plan to work there for 4-5 years 
and then go back to architecture. Because of recessions, having twin boys and really starting 
to enjoy the challenge of engineering, 25 years have gone by and he will soon be taking 
over the company. Richard does mostly customs homes around Los Angeles which can be 
oretty dramatic and tricky to engineer. Being In earthquake country with many hillside sites 
makes for lots of interesting challenges. 


When he started the engineering firm he found he wanted to learn another skill. He chose 
to learn how to do watercolor paintings. The plan was to be able to do renderings for other 
architects when his work was slow. But, he picked cars because he always liked them. and 
thought they might be a better challenge. Computer drafting pretty much ended the market 
for doing renderings. So, Richard stuck to doing paintings of cars just to relax 

after dealing with architect, contractors and the building departments. 


Richard and his wife have fraternal twin boys which led to his “Fraternal Series” where one 
car is reflected on the other but the two cars have to be related. For Richard, reflections 
are the most challenging and exciting thing to do. Richard now spends as much as 1,000 
hours spreads over 18 months on a single painting. Not the best business model but that 
is not why he paints. He does do the occasional non automotive painting to stretch his 
abilities. But he always hunts for some reflections in the subjects. Whether it is the eyes in 
a pony or the water on a lake. 


Richard has shown at numerous museums and art centers around the country. Currently he 
has four pieces on tour with “LUSTER: Realism and Hyperrealism in Contemporary Automobile 
and Motorcycle Painting”. Which is currently at The Art Museum of South Texas in Corpus 
Christi, Texas. His work has also been in a few magazines. 


His piece “Eye to Eye” was in the 2021 National Watercolor Society Members Exhibition. 
Richard ran the art displays at the Dana Point Concours D’elegance and the Greystone 
Concours d’Elegance.

Marek is also a supporter of various museums including the Petersen Automobile Museum, 
The Gettysburg Foundation, The California Railroad Museu m, The NHRA Museum, and The 
Pearl Harbor Memorial. 


In his spare time, Marek creates fine art and graphics for numerous clients, with his art and 
graphics being used on various championship cars, including the Honda & ACURA team 
graphics and various NHRA teams most notably Don Schumacher Racing. Marek’s work has 
been published in various enthusiast magazines including Road & Track, Racer, Street Rodder 
and Car Graphic as well as online at www.davemarekdesign.com . Additionally, Marek is also 
cohost of the acclaimed podcast “Man Seeks Adventure.”

Rob Nickell 


Growing up here in the US, in the late 70’s and 80’s, there was very little television coverage 
of racing. Outside the limited coverage on the Wide World of Sports, | had to wait a week 
(or month) to receive my subscriptions of Auto Week, Car and Driver, and Road and Track 
to get the results. | read everything | could lay my hands on pertaining to drivers, teams, 
cars, Formula One, car culture, etc...still do. | studied the photography, imagining that day: 
the intensity of competition, the sounds, the smell of race fuel and brakes, and of course, 
the emotional highs and lows of both winning and losing. These elements of racing were 
massively impactful. 


My passion led me to Art Center College of Design in Pasadena, California where | earned 
a degree in Automotive Design. This was the first time | met people just like me: conversations 
about tires, how to re-jet Weber carbs, and was Sennaaheroora punk. 36 years later, 
these guys are still my best friends. Though | now design hotels and resorts, cars continue 
to be my advocation. 


My artwork reflects my childhood gateway into racing. Liveries are iconic. You can’t Say 
“Gulf” or “Martini” without “Porsche”. | love how branded graphics compliment—and in 
many ways-help define the forms of acar to create a symbolic statement about a team/ 
country/driver. | remain fascinated with racing legends. | continuously read and watch 
stories about drivers, their cars, and the teams that support(ed) them, abstracting these 


narratives into graphic paintings. You don’t need to know the full history of the car/driver 
to like my art, but if you do, you likely share a rapid appreciation for the pedigree my art 
celebrates. 


Geoff Ombao 


Geoff is an award-winning creative who has worked with The Walt Disney Company, 
Time-Warner, Pioneer Electronics, and others to launch groundbreaking products, including: 
the world’s first interactive television system, the first high-speed cable internet service, 
early digital video recording systems, and more. Geoff has garnered numerous US patents 
for his work. An alumnus of School of Visual Arts (graduate, and undergraduate), Geoff has 
taught computer graphics through SVA’s continuing education program. More recently, 
Geoff earned a bachelor’s degree in Transportation Design from Art Center College of 
Design, where he now teaches Human Factors & Design Psychology. Currently, Geoff 
creates automotive fine art (using digital methods) for print, and digital media (NFT’s). 

He has been featured in publications such as Speedster Magazine, Driven World, Panorama 
Magazine, Petrolicious, Worth Magazine, and others. 


Richard Pietruska 


Richard Pietruska is a highly respected professor at the Art Center College of Design in 
Pasadena. He has taught many of the top automotive designers in the US, Europe and Asia 
including Frank Stephenson from McLaren, Shiro Nakamura at Nissan, Chris Bangle from 
BMW, Ken Okuyama from Pinin Farina, J Mays and Freeman Thomas from Ford, to name a 
few. He has taught for over 40 years and still enjoys teaching and sharing his knowledge of 
automotive design and techniques for sketching and rendering. 


He is also amember of the Automotive Fine Arts Society and works mainly in 3D or sculpture 
using a variety of materials and processes. He has shown his sculptures at the Pebble 
Beach Concours D’Elegance since 1996 and at the Amelia Island Concours. His sculptures 
have been featured in many automotive magazines around the world including Octane, 
Road & Track, Automobile, the Robb Report, AUTOAficionado, etc. and they have been 
exhibited in various automotive museums and shows around the world. In addition, to the 
numerous awards for his work, he has won the prestigious Peter Helck Award three times 
in a row. 


His medium of choice is usually fiberglass or bronze. The sculptures are never static, and 
they capture the essence of speed and movement of many exotic automobiles of the past 
as well as the present. The forms are exaggerated and curved to dramatize the unique 
character and quality of each automobile as it flows through space. 


Richard is also one of the few automotive sculptors to have been chosen to do the 
artwork for the Meadow Brook Concours d’Elegance poster. In addition, he has 
designed awards and trophies for Automobile Magazine, Cranbrook Concours 
d’Elegance, the Petersen Museum, Lincoln, Lexus and the Newport Beach Concours 
d’Elegance. More of his dynamic sculptures can be found on his website: romart.com. 


Camilo Prado 
Born in New York City, Camilo moved to Detroit at the age of 10 and had by that age developed 
a fascination with 60s and ’70Os era sports cars and modern art. After graduating from 
Detroit’s prestigious design school Center for Creative Studies in 1985, Camilo was hired 
by Ford Design Center in Dearborn Michigan. His assignments included working in the 
Dearborn Advanced Studios, Ford of Europe-Torino, Italy Studio, and the Design Studios 
in Cologne Germany. After 15 years at Ford Motor Company, he took on what was for him 
the ultimate assignment ... a state of the art re-design of the classic Ford GT race car. This 
project developed the 2002 Ford GT concept car.

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As chief Designer of the Ford GT and the SVT Studio, Camilo’s team worked on the 2005 
and 2006 production Ford GT. The GT became an instant success capturing the interest of 
car enthusiasts around the world. 


At the end of the work day at Ford, Camilo continued to explore an additional avenues of 
art & design. With the integration of Design principles and the abstractions of Fine Art, 
Camilo explores alternative design solutions. 


This work is created in his studios, located in the cities of Detroit and Los Angeles. His studios 
has been the scene of more than a few of Detroit’s openings and receptions. For the last 15 
years, his studio has hosted the Detroit Auto’s Designers’ Night. An internationaly recog- 
nized event which is attended by top automotive personnel and designers from all over 
the world. The North American International Auto Show has included Designer’s Night as a 
recognized NAIAS event appearing in all NAIAS publications. 


By evening, Camilo is a serious, multi-faceted artist with incomparable creative energy. 
This creativity is evident in his large, brightly colored oil paintings on canvas. This includes 
a large production of Automotive Fine Art. The same quality of creativity reaches a line 

of fashion design, that he describes as advanced fashion concepts. These fashion pieces 
have been created for auto shows and runway exhibits. Camilo’s industrial design reaches 
into sculptural furniture design, that has made the rounds from main art galleries in Metro 
Detroit, Italy, Japan, and the Contempory Furniture Fare in New York. 


As a dedicated artist who sets no limits on his creative endeavors, Camilo has found that 
his outside artistic expressions further strengthen and complements his passion for auto- 
motive design. 


Jamie Schena 
Jamie Schena is an Australian Industrial Designer and Artist. Each of his sculptures are 
bespoke hand-crafted pieces made from metal. He uses discarded steel and recycled automotive 
parts to create sculptures, giving the scrapped material new life through industrial art. As 
a car designer, his art reflects automotive forms and subject matter.
